Negotiations have been completed 
for the erection, near Grand Central 
station, of what will be the world’s 
largest office building. The structure, 
rising 30 stories from the street level, 
will cover an ‘entire city block and 
will cost $19,000,000, 

Seven .completé stories, a new rec- 
ord in “underground skyscraper” con- 
struction, will be built below street 
level In a gigaetic cavern cut in the 
granite foundation of Manhattan Is- 
land.

Oldest Pen In Existence 


Made of Bone and Very Simple~in 
Construction 

Of course we know that thousands 
of years ago the ancients usef to 
write on stone tablets. And if we 
were at all interested In this sort of 
thing, we know that they used an in- 
strument called a stylus instead of a 
pen. The stylus was made of iron, 
bone or some hard substance that 
could be given a good sharp point. 
The tablets on which one wished to 
write were first coated with a thin 
layer of wax, and they wrote with the 
pointed ‘end. The other end was 
blunt, smooth and somewhat expand- 
ed s0 any ™nistake could be smoothed 
out in the wax. — 

Students knew all this, but they 
really didn't know just exactly what 
this stylus looked Ike. They had 
tried to reconstruct’ one from the 
knowledge that they had, but they 
‘were ‘not sure of course. : 

And now one of these old pens has 
been discovered at Kish and fs the 
oldest pen in existence, being not less 
than four thousand years old- It is 
made of bone and ts very simple in 
construction.

‘slavery _As openly practiced in sev- 
eral Asiatic Mohammedan states,‘ par-
